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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kao et al. 
(US 2001/0018229). 

Kato (Fig 4A, 6) discloses an electronic chip component (1) having all electrodes (2) 
formed on one surface thereof, a side wall thereof being covered with a protective 
material (4), and wherein there is substantially no protective material located on the one 
surface of the chip where all the electrodes are formed and further wherein the 
protective material on the side wall and a surface of the chip opposite the surface where 
the electrodes are located are at a common level; 1 wherein said protective material 
comprises either one of an organic insulating resin and an organic insulating material 
(Par. 0048); and said semiconductor chip diced at a position of said protective material ( 
for mounting on a packaging substrate, wherein all of said side wall is covered with said 
protective material (Fig 6(f)); and a solder bump (3; Par. 0048) is formed on each of said 
electrodes; a pseudo wafer (12) comprising a plurality of different electronic chip 
components (via each chip separated from another chip) with each said chip having all 
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electrodes formed on one surface thereof, bonded to each other with a protective 
material coated on side walls therebetween, and wherein there is no protective material 
located on the one surface of the chip where all the electrodes are formed and further 
wherein the protective material on the side wall. 

Wit respect to claims 1 and 8, Kato does not appear to explicitly disclose the 
product by process limitation of the "protective material being grinded or polished," or 
that the psuedo wafer is diced into a single semiconductor chip, however the prior art 
structure is the same as the claimed invention. "[E]ven though product-by-process 
claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based 
on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of 
production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious 
from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product 
was made by a different process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 
966 (Fed. Cir. 1985)
